While the passing of Prof. Gaets 
brings grief to a very large number 
of professional men near and far, 
within and without the realm of uni- 
versity activities to which his life was 
@evoted, it may be well to make men- 
tion also that in the death of this 
Giatinguished scholar a deep im- 
pression is left that marke his passing 
as the lose of a good and sincere 
friend of the labor movement. 

The late Mr. Gacts was known to 
many members of the labor organiza- 
tions of our city and province. He 
was one of the university professors 
who along with some of the city’s 
business men and labor men, formed 
that small coterie which met in a 
mutual capacity and together made a 
etudy of industrial relations and kin- 
Gred subjects, during the year 1920 

It was during these pleasant and 
instructive meetings that the writer, 
made the acquaintance of the late! 
Professor H. H. tz. | 

During the 1921 sessions of the! 
Trades and Labor Council classes on 
economics and history, Professor Gaeta 
delivered @ lecture brim full of in-; 
terest and educational value and he 
earned for himself a warm place in 
the hearts of all those privileged to 
hear him, and while not regularly in 
contact directly with the labor move- 
ment, these recurring contacts with 
us spread an influence for good that. 
he and we enjoyed and profited by. { 

To have sat with, walked and talked 
with such a man was a very real 
pleasure and companionship that was 
sincere and practical. There was a 
warmth of sympathy and a desire to 
fraternise that demonstrated a vital 
interest in the affairs of the masses as 
expounded by the labor movement. | 

The broadmindedness shown by him 
in hie investigation and analysis show- 
ed him to be a true friend who 
searched far and found much of geru- 
{ne merit in the cause of labor and 
those whom the movement seeks to 
werve. 

Professor Gactz was a man of this 
day, whose knowledge and search for 
it brought him into that contact with | 
the masses and their affairs. He! 
knew them and sought to know them 
better and to move with them onward. 

The writer had the pleasure, upon 
the Invitation of Professors Gaetz and | 
Coar, of visiting the university and | 
partaking of supper with the students, 
and later in the evening addressing a 
class on some phases of industry and 
trades unionism. 

His death came with tragic sudden- 
ness and many are bereft, as also is 
our community. province and domin- 
jon the poorer by his passing. For 
such a man as Professor Gaetz proved 
himself to be, was a personality and 
an influence that was strong for the 
good of all men and evidenced every | 
desire to get closer to men and the 
affaires of men. 

It is ours to share tho grief that 
the passing of such a personality | 
brings in its train. We knew him,, 
respected him, and gained much from | 
every word he uttered, and because 
of this we loved him and now that he 
is beckoned to the Great Beyond, we 
shall not forget him, but rather, as 
the days go by, cherish more and more 
the hours we spent with him who was/| 
a man among men, a valuable coun< 
sellor and a true companion.

Further, 
the chief of the Indians was author- 
ized to lift traps found on the trap- 
ping lines of his people, and as @ 
remilt he made a bag of seventy-five, 
and will possibly add to this total dur- 
ing the season.

For the past eighteen days Ed- 
monton has been practically in a 


state of siege. Orders were issued 
that on Friday, December 1st, the 
coal mines of the Edmonton-Clo- 
ver Bar field, upon which the 
city chiefly depends for fuel, 
were to be closed. If the mines 
ceased to supply fuel during the 
bitter cold of December—and the 
cold has been both bitter and con- 
tinuous—the 65,000 people of the 
city would of necessity unite in a 
demand that the coal mines be sur- 
rendered to the control of the U. 
M.W.A. as the price of being al- 
lowed to sustain life and maintain 
industry in the city. As the result 
expected was not achieved, people 
as yet scarcely realize the situation 
that was attempted to be created. 
President Sherman, Organizer 
Ryan and Secretary Peacock, of 
the U.M.W.A. in Calgary, under 
authority derived from the head- 
quarters of the organization in 
Indianapolis, ordered work in the 
Edmonton-Clover Bar mines to 
cease on December 1st. Had work 
ceased as they directed, the result 
would have been tragedy, both 
personal and material, through- 
out the city. There is never a re- 
serve stock of coal above ground 
It is not necessary when it 
is so conveniently situated under- 
ground. Fortunately for Edmon- 
ton, the working miners did not 
submit to President Sherman’s or- 
der. He had not thought it neces- 
sary, or had found it impossible, 
to secure the assent of the miners 
in the Edmonton field to the dic- 
tatorship of the U.M.W.A. before 


issuing his orders. From April 1st | 


to September Ist he had kept the 
large majority of the mines and 
miners of Alberta idle; but not 
those of the Edmonton field. Here 
the men remained at work produc- 
ing coal wherever a market for it 
could be found, with his control 
acknowledged everywhere else 
throughout Alberta. The consent 
of the miners of the Edmonton 
field seemed an unnecessary for- 
mality ; and so he issued an order 
to cease work, without regard to 
whether the miners were willing to 
quit or not. What would have act- 
ually happened had Sherman’s or- 
der to close been effective, in view 


of the cold snap that has kept up | 


during the greater part of the per- 


iod since December Ist, is that) 


there would have been unimagin- 
able suffering and loss. The best 


that could have happened is that | 


the price of coal would have jump- 
ed at least to the Calgary level of 
#8 to $9 a ton; but more than likely 
would have gone far beyond those 
figures. In the shortage that must 
have occurred the families least 
able to provide in advance must 
inevitably have suffered, and indus 
tries dependent on such supply 
inust have either been crippled or 
shut down. This was the objective 
of the U.M.W.A., as a means of 
bringing the coal industry of Al- 


berta completely under _ the 
dictatorship of the organiza- 
tion, The end to be ob- 


tained was all that mattered. The 
loss and suffering that might be 
occasioned did not count, except 
as a means to the desired end. The 
greater the loss and suffering the 
nore certain the attainment of 
that end. 

The order took both operators 
and miners by surprise. It was at 
tempted to be enforced by mobs of 
so-called pickets. Who those pick- 


ets were has not yet been estab-| 


lished, that they were not made up 
of miners of the Edmonton field 
was plain from the fact that the 
umber of pickets on occas 
ion greatly exceeded the mum- 
her of men off work, The 


miners are expected to be at 


at 


work at seven o'cloek in the morn 
ing. Many of them live miles 


from the mine. On their way to the 
mines they have been systematical- 

| ly waylaid by mobs, groups and in- 
dividuals, who were free from rec- 
ognition in the dark; who threat- 
ened, molested, obstructed and as- 
saulted the men on their way to 
work. That they were success- 
ful in deterring a considerable 
number of men who wanted to 
work from going to work is a fact. 
Tt is a fact that threats were made 
against the families of the men 
as well as against themselves, and 
that their houses were subjected 
to the surveillance of members of 
the mob during the absence of the 
miners, with the intent of terroriz- 
ing the women and children, and 
again with large measures of suc- 
cess. 

The large majority of the mine- 
rs wanted to work, that has been 
demonstrated beyond argument. 
Only the pressure of force has 
prevented every mine from run- 
ning full force over every one of 
the fourteen working days that 
have intervened since the order 
to quit was _— issued. The 
exercise of force demands, 
resistance by force, and 
force used by the U.M.W.A. has 


civic and provincial authorities 
who are charged with the main- 
tenance of law and order and the 
protection of life and property. As 
a result of the presence of consti- 
tuted authority represented by 
members of the city and provincia] 
police, the threats of bodily harm 
addressed to the working miners, 
have only found expression in 
physical injury in a comparatively 
small number of cases. In some of 
these cases the aggressor has been 
arrested and brought before the 
courts for trial and sentence. 

| On Saturday the sixteenth day 
since the men were ordered out of 
the mines found every mine in op- 


compelled to turn away applicants 
for work, and all others with in- 
creasing forces and increasing out- 
put. The siege has been raised. 
The possibility of creating a coal 
famine in Edmonton has passed 
for the time being; thanks to the 
determination of the operators and 
miners and the cooperation of the 
authorities. But that does not 
mean that further attempts will 
not be made, or that new methods 
will not be employed. Sherman 
and Ryan came to Edmonton with 
the full intention of repeating if 
necessary the atrocities perpetrat- 
ed last summer by order of Presi- 


dent Lewis at Henin, Illinois. The|

GIVEN GREDENEE 


Reports of Possible Financial As. 
sistance to Germans Are 
Widely Discussed 


London, Deo. 16—The diplomatio 
and financial experts of the London 
morning nowspapers are of the general 
opinion that the rumor of a United 
Staten or international loan to Ger-
